Inquiries among personal friends 
served to show I fie reporter that the 
dime-saving plan had become to man} 
of them a fascinating habit. 

"1 took up the scheme last spring," 
said a young married man, "at the *o- 
licitation of my wife. We had been 
figuring up my expenses— that is, niv 
personal expenses- and she declared 
me frightfully extravagant. 1 insisted 
that the expenses could not well be 

curtailed. She advised the practice of 
a little self-denial in the matter of ci- 
gars, 'shines' and nil other little ex- 
penses that eat up a dollar so quickly. 

1 said ft would be impossible for me to 
forego these little luxuries, as they had 
so grown upon me; and she. while as- 
severating she did not wnnt me to rev- 
olutionize things, maintained that a 
little denial Of those pleasures, a mod- 
eration of them. In fact, would improve 
me financially and physically. 

"It was about that time that I hoard 

of the dime scheme, and I became nn 

advocate anil devotee of it at once. 
Well, you wouldn't believe how 1 

profited by it. It became a matter of 
the greatest interest to me. In the lirst 
place, to secure change that had no 
dimes in it. In the second place it be- 
came Interesting and amusing to deny 
myself certain things ^otherwise would 
buy without any thought of saving. 
Every thing I denied myself became 

really a source of pleasure to mo, and 
1 would not only onjoy the saving of 
the money that would otherwise have 

boon spent, but I enjoyed telling my 
wife about it Furthermore. 1 felt the 
keenest interest in the pile of dimes 
that whs constantly growing. I felt 
free to spend in some things, because 
1 knew that 1 would got my return in 
dimes. The desire to add to my pile, 
however, kept me from buying many 
and many a thing I should have been 
as eager as before to secure. 

"1 know vou will refuse to believe 
me, now, when I toll you that I have 

saved in six I iths nearly $100. It's 

a solemn fact, though, and by Christ- 
mas 1 think 1 shall have saved about 

UM M» "alary is 19,000 a year, and 

has been for two years past, and I am 
really ashamed to say that never until 
I adopte.l this dime-saving method 
have I saved any money. My wife 
and 1 arc delighted with it, and I 
think I seo my way to saving $1,000 
next year. 1 have determined to buy 
a bouse and lot with dimes, and to be- 
come a w holesome example to my boy. 
if I should live until ho becomes a 
young man. and am confident that I 
shall never cease adjuring him to save 
his dimes," 

"Now." said the gentleman's wife, 
"you need not think that he is the 
only member of tho firm that does any 
dime-saving. If you knew what a 
walker I had become through my un- 
willingness to part with a dime, you 
would open your eves in wonder 
Often and often I have walked hoim 
from Fourth street because of having 
no other money than dimes. I hav 
saved nearly all my church money. I 
DeVOr buy a fashion paper, and as for 
candy I get it by the box or not at all. 
I have saved at tho market, in shops 
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many things and taken a positive 
ploaeurc in the sacritlce." 

"Several of the hoy* started in with 
me, " said a young gentleman who fell 
in talking with the reporter about the 
dime habit, ••and 1 don't suppose any 
of us IntCMCd to keep the thing up. or 
to do any thing more than try it for a 
day or two. just for the fun of the 
thing. The practice of self-denial is a 
mighty enjoyable thing, though, if you 
can Becyonreclf prospering at so much 
a denial. 1 never cared much for 
money, but this dinio business has 
Hindi- a regular miser out of MCi Hut 
I was going to tell you about how I 
profited by it 

••When I adopted the practice I had 



four stiver dollars In my pocket, a half- 
dollar, a quarter, a dlmo and a nickel. 
Tho dime 1 took out of my trousers' 
pocket and put Into a vest pocket. Tho 
nickel 1 paid for stre«t-car fare, the 
«l«artor 1 handed to a newsboy ou the 
car for a paper Tho boy returned me 
tWO dlmea These went into the vest 
pocket Tho half-dollar 1 handed at 
noon to the cashier at tho restaurant 
where I took a thirty cent lunch, and I 
PCOelTCd two dime* in change. Fifty 
cents put away. I should have bought 
a cigar ordinarily, but I wns fifty cent* 
behind, ami felt I hail to save to make 
my money hold out for nooossnries. In 
the evening I handed one of thedollars 
Ui the conductor In tho car going 
home, and may I be hung If he didn't 
return mo eight dimes and three nick- 
els ru change. 

"I would not have believed tho thing 
poaalbia if it had not happened as It 
did. and as It was it nearly paralysed 
me. I put the eighty tents away with 
the fifty, and Instead of going down 
town that evening, as I intended, I 
stayed at homo and talked with the old 
lady. I had bettor luck next day, for 
I spent one of the nickels for car faro 
in the morning, took a ten-cent lunch 
with the other two, and walked home 
In the evening. That evening I again 
stayed in the house. Well, by good 
management I made that money last 
me as long as it would have done if I 
had not acquired the dime, habit, and 
found myself $2. JO ahead on the live 
dollars, or nearly five dollars, 1 started 
out with. Tho proportion in other al- 
lowances has not been so great, but It 
has still been so large that I found my- 
self away ahead on the month. 

"When we all came to reckon np, w e 
discovered that WO had saved enough 
money to pay all the small debts wo 
had out I have kept the practice up. 
although the others, I believe, have 

abandoned it. I find myself not only 

better oil' in purse as a result of it but 
in habita as well, and in the estima- 
tion of the old folks, who have taken 
a renewed interest in me since I began 
saving my money." 

Many experiences similar to thoso 
related above wore told, but none ex- 
ceeded in interest the following, which 
was given by a young ludy as happen- 
ing to two young people she knew. 
They were a young couple who wero 
very much in love: 

••Her father was very much opposed 
to tho idea of their marrying." said tho 
reporter's fair informant, "declaring 
that she was too young, and that ho 
was nothing but a clerk, who might 
never be any thing better. One sight 
the gentleman took the lady to the ex- 
position. After tho turning down of 
the lights they boarded a cable car. 
She lives on Vamleventor avenue. 
When the conductor came around to 
the voting man the latter felt in his 
pockets, blushed crimson, and then, 
turning to tho lady, asked her if she 
had any change in her purse. She re- 
plied that she had forgotten to take 
her purse. He asked tho conductor 
to stop the ear, and smilingly re- 
quested his love to step out with him. 
The conductor looked surprised, but 
let them oft", as they wore not more 
than a block and a half then from the 
exposition building. 

No sooner wore they in the street 
than tho gentleman offered an expla- 
nation and an apology. He told his 
companion that ho never spent a dime, 
and that much to his surprise ho found 
when asked for his fare by the Con- 
ductor that he had nothing in his 
pocket but dimes. Rather than break 
his resolution not to part with a single 
dime under any circumstances he took 
the liberty of requesting the lady to 
lend him some change, and when she 
had none to ask her to walk home. 
They were both very much more will 
ing to walk than to ride, I fancy, and 
and enjoyed that long stretch to the 
utmost. But it waa very late when 
the young lady was admitted to her 
home, ami she found her parents 
awaiting her both a little bit alarmed 
af her long absence. 

"After the departure of her com- 
panion the lady explained his mishap 
and did its SO nicely and with so much 
praise of her nero that her father 
Oil Caged his opinion of him at once. He 
said that a young follow who would 
save money at that price would get 
along in life without a guardian.and he 
determined to do all in his power to 
show friendship for him. Tho young 
people are engaged, of course, and the 
young mini stands better with his pro- 
posed paterfamilias than any one in

good thing to save your dimes. It will 
cost you a good many secrlrlces, 
but stick to tho resolution to part not 
with tho little silver ten-cent pieces 
and you will lad yourself ahead in 
e\«ry respect.

The Supreme Court and the Naloon-The 
I'owrr and Majesty or the Law-Supreme 
Authority from Which There Is No Ap- 

The saloon reels under the torriftle 
blow dealt by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the Kansas cases. 
It reels to and fro and staggers like a 
drunken man. and is at its wit's cud. 
Its awagger la for the moment gone. 
Its loud, boastful tones have fallen 
into a hoarse whisper, and its imper- 
tinent challenge to the American peo- 
ple has lost its defiant ring. The power 
ami majesty of law which it has so 
often scorned, inspire it with an awe 
it never felt before. It has made its 
final appeal and has found that there 
Is no way of escape for it from the 
mighty grip of law. Any State may 
now declare it a nuisance and proceed 
to abate it, and it has no remedy ex- 
cept in rebellion. Every phase of the 
saloon— the brewery, the distillery, 
the groggery, is subject to the exor- 
cise of this sovereign power; and the 
manufacture and the wholesale antl 
the retail of intoxicants may be as 
rigorously suppressed n.s any other 
form of nuisance deemed detrimental 
to health or morals. 

The decision of the Supremo Court 
declares that compensation for dam 
nge to property can not be oxacte. 
from the State when the mair.'factun 
and sale of intoxicants are prohibited. 
This is the great point decided. Kvory 
man, henceforth, who enters into, or 
continues in, the business of making 
or telling intoxicants in any State, 
docs so at his own risk. His business 
may at any time, either by legislative 
enactment or constitutional provision, 
be declared a nuisance and be sup- 
pressed as in Kansas or be prohib- 
ited as in Maine and other States. It 
is in effect a notice to every brewer 
iiud distiller and dealer that he must 
be prepared to give up this business 

whenever his State commands hint to. 
Formal action by the popular voice 01 
by legislative process outlaws his liusi 
1 1 ess, and turns the criminal machinery 
of the Stale against him. The moral 
force of this fact is irresistible. It will 
crush the saloon as slavery was 

crushed. The supreme Interpreter »f 

our Supreme Law has given us this 
mighty weapon of warfare. Lot us 
wield it With all our power. 

Tho decision has robbed tho sali 
of a Strong hope. It "annihilates 
oneo and lorevor," says the St. Loull 
Anzeige.r de* Wrstrns, all hope of pro- 
tection against the suppression by in- 
dividual itatee of tho Uquor traftle. and

heavy blow to the business Interest 
directly concerned," says tho Bait 
mod Pasfseai Correspondent, "but 
also to the whole movement for the 
maintenance of personal liberty." Mi 
Thftman. one <>l Ike chief writers for 
tho brewers, nays he has lost "all 
Manna hi IkC Supremo Court."

Combine wherever yew can and aa far 
as you can for the good of the 
cause. Combine to cripple as well 
as to destroy, combine in ward and 
village ami town, as well as in county 
and State. Combine in legal action, 
in legislative work, in political en- 
deavor, in social work, and in religious 

il other organized movements In- 
tended to restrict and savo from tho 
curse. 4th. Do not drive those who 
do not agree with you in methods Into 
the ranks of the enemy. Thore are 
some phases of the conflict In whiab 
they can bo used. Make them allies in 
the educational work, if they can go no 
further; in the effort to rescue and re- 
form, if they will not oppose license. 
5th. Shut up a saloon wherever you 
can. Bring every provision of exist- 
ing laws to bear against the business, 
and by using all influences, all meth- 
ods, all advantages, you will steadily 
gain on the enemy an in the end route 
and overcome him.

In t he course 
of an address, his Grace, speaking of 
patriotism, said it was the application 
of the great virtue of charity, as ap- 
plied to all mankind, and its specific 
application to men of otirown nice and 
country.

bat for the reason that they do scarcely 
any thing qnitc right Moat of their 
neighbor* hare good crops, while the 
orops they generally produce are very 
poor. They wonder at this, because 
they practice substantially the same 
methods. They have similar land, own 
the now kinds of farming Implement*, 
plow, plant and sow at about the same 
time, and follow the same general plan 
in cultivating. Still, at harvest time 
the crops on their neighbors' land are 
much better than their*. Their pota- 
toes are larger, much linor and more 
numerous Their ears of corn are 
longer and better lilted. Their neigh- 
bors' beans do not need to be sorted by 
hand before they nro sent to market. 
They arc of nearly uniform size, and R 
bushel of them contains scarcely any 
bad specimens. Their neighbors' small 
grain of all kinds Is ordinarily good 
enough for soed. Their punklns are 
large, their squashes got ripe, their 
melons are sweet and their cabbage- 
heads are lirm. 

nose attention to all the details of 
preparing hind, of the time and man- 
ner of planting and sowing, and of the 
mode of culture is the cause of the suc- 
cess of their neighbors who rarely ever 
fail to have excellent crops. Paying 
small attention to little thiugs is the 
cause of t heir own failure. A break in 
■ furrow IMTN some land in so poor a 
condition that .twill not produce grain, 
and the seed that is sown on it will be 

lost, plowing land when It is so wet 

that water Dan he pressed out of it as 
from a sponge Wl'l insure a poor crop. 
When planted land contains so many 
weeds and cornstalks that they are con- 
stantly Collecting before the teoth of :v 
harrow or the points of a grain-drill 
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This vegetable rubbish 

liuried deep or the prepara- 
tion of Dm soil for seeding will bo very 
difficult, and the chances are that it 
will lie imperfect. Much rubbish on 
the surface of the soil generally pre- 
vents it from being suitably prepared 
for planting and sowing, and this 
faulty preparation results in poor crops. 

Many farmers, are very careless 
about tbe lime of planting anil sowing. 
They know that a delay of a week in 
sowing grain will bo likely to lessen 
the yield by several bushels to the 
acre, but they got behind with their 
work, sow their wheat and oats late, 
expect a small crop, and are rarely 
disappointed. In planting corn they 
are careless about the number of 
grains in each hill. They tind when 
it is too late to replant that there 
are not enough stalks to insure a large 
crop. In some hills there are none, 
and in others only half the number 
desired. A large crop of corn can not 
be produced in a Held when the stand 
is uneven. E\ cry hill should have its 
full quota of rtalks, and no more than 
can mature. What are called miss- 
ing hills" reduce the corn crop, but 
they do not lessen the work of cultiva- 
tion. Too much or too little seed may 
be the cause of failure in tho potato 
held. The yield of potatoes in the 
WmI is generally small and the cause 
may often be found in the carolessway 
in which they are planted and culti- 
vated. Little attention is given to the 
details of cutting the seed, preparing 
the land, dropping, covering or hoe- 
ing. 

If manufacturers gave no mora at- 
tention to details than fanners do no 
ono would buy the articles they turn 
ouL They do not expect to produce a 
good article without giving very close 
attention to many little things. A 
knife blade is not tempered by simply 
keeping it in a tire an indefinite lime 
and then plunging it in water or oil 
till it becomes cool enough to handle. 
Should a cabinet-maker be as careless 
about little things as moat farmers are 
he would have no sale for his wares. 
A florist generally succeeds in produc- 
ing flowers out of season because he 
gives great attention to details. He is 
more likely to have a supply of roses 
in January than a farmer is to have 
ths.ni in June, though the latter may 
have a large number of bushes in his 
garden. The florist examines every 
one of his bushes every week, supplies 
them with proper fertilizers, keeps the 
air of the greenhouse at tho right tem- 
perature, and is able to supply orders 
for rosea with as great certainty as the 
manufacturer is the articles he makes. 
Close attention to details enables a 
florist to have a crop of flowers to dis- 
pose of every week in the year. 

Market gardeners seldom fail In 
raising good crops of vegetables, 
though farmers fail in producing them 
about as often as they succeed. The 
former are painstaking in all their 
gardening operations. They use the 
beat fertilizers and employ them very 
liberally. They use tho spade and 
rake as well as the plow and harrow 
in preparing their ground. They sow 
each kind of seed at the proper time. 
Tbejr thin the plants by hand and use 
tbo boo among them while they are 
email. They resort to transplantation 



when It becomes necessary, and ordi- 
narily have no ground that is not oc- 
cupied by growing plants. Farmers 
often fail In producing a supply of gar- 
den vegetables for their own families. 
Only In very favorable seasons do they 
have a liberal quantity of the more 
common vegetables. The market 
gardener expresses no surprise at this. 
He notices how careless the average 
farmer is in preparing his soil to pro- 
duce plants that are somewhat deli- 
cate; how he plants tho seed of onions, 
beets and cucumbers at the same time, 
and how he is likely to neglect his gar- 
don for weeks in succession. He has 
learned from books and in the school 
of experience that success, in vegetable 
gardening doponds almost entirely on 
giving very close attention to little 
things. 

A farmer is often tempted when ho 
obtains a new variety of potatoes or 
corn at a high price to test what virtue 
there is In doing everv thing as well as 
he knows how to do lb The result is 
generally a most extraordinary yield. 
Still he is likely to attribute nil success 
to the improved seed and not to tho 
improved culture. Subsequently ho 
learns that some very old varieties 
will produce quite as liberally as tho 
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trust too much to the work dono 
by implements drawn by horses. 
We pay too little attention to de- 
tails. We have too frequent, fail- 
ures in producing field and garden 
crops. Many of the failures were pre- 
ventable. The neglect to do some 
little necessary thing at the right titno 
prevented the production of an ex- 
cellent crop. Heavy yields will be tho 
rule and not the exception when farm- 
ers pay as much attention to details as 
manufacturers, florists and market 
gardnen are obliged to pay in order 
to meet with success.

EDUCATION OF HORSES. 

A Wall-Known Block- Breeder Kiplalnj 
HU Surronsrul Mot hod. 

The greatest stock farm on Long 
Island is owned by .J. H. Shtilts. Ho 
recently told a reporter how young 
horses should be trained. He said: "A 
great many valuable horses are spoiled 
because they are not thoroughly 
broken. Too much reliance is placed 
on the strength of the reins and not 
enough time devoted to education. 
Whi n I bought Lady Pritchard she 
only knew two things. One was to 
walk, and she could not do that proper- 
ly, and the other was to trot at top 

speed. The moment you started her 

up a little she was oil* like a rocket. 
The first step was to teach her to stand, 
stop promptly, or to back up when 
told to. Then 1 taught her how to 
walk. At first, half a dor.en steps was 
as far as she would go as I wanted her. 
After a time she would walk a block, 
then two blocks. The next move was 
a jog. This w as much more dWoult 
than the others, as she considered a 
request for a Stiff jog was the signal 
for a burst of speed. However, by 

checking her whenever she stepped 

over the limit, she soon learned what 
was wanted. Speeding was the last 
lesson, and what was the result? Why. 
she could pull me at a twenty clip, and 
1 could hold her with ono hand. A 
word or a light pressure on the bit 
was all that she required to check or 
increase her speed. I had a Complete 
control over her. and afterwards drovo 
her a mile in - J:1K. There arc just four 
letters in a horse's alphabet— A 11 0 
and 1>. A is equivalent to stand, H 
means walk. C corresponds with trot 
and I) extreme speed. Any horse can 
be taught the tii at three. The four 
letters stand for the four stages Lady 
Pritchard passed through before I 
mad* a perfect harness mare of her, 
and they also stand for the four periods 
of every coil's education that is bred 
at Parkvillc. There is \ cry little dif- 
ference between educating colts anil 
people, when you look into it closely. 
All my yearlings are taught to stand, 
back ami know what the bit and har- 
ness are for. After a week of that 
kind of work they are harnessed and 
walked. As soon as they have shown 
that they arc perfectly at home iu tho 
harness and respond promptly to the 
lightest pressure of tho bit they nro 
hitched to a cart. The walking Is con- 
tinued. A slow jog, which Is all that 
will be asked of them this year, is tho 
next s»op. Tho two-year-olds nro 
trotted exactly in the same manner.— 
Alba*n (N. T.) Journal.

From whatever cause, women mani- 
fest M iBereaelng determination to find 
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scovor what is possible 
ia life for them individually, which 
will bring int. Test. work, and, there- 
fore enjoyment. They trust more to 
their own choice, and consult their own 
Individual capabilities. Marriage, 
which is not for all women, is none the 
loss, but rather the more, desirable, 
but it is ceasing to be the only goal for 
girlhood. New resources are til ha ml 
and eagerly sought Fresh possibili- 
ties arc bom, and iu a widening hori- 
zon a wholesome and more hopeful 
spirit is awakened. The work-women 
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wborn all burdens fall 
heavily, to whom most of the advant- 
ages of change come last, hut 
they are also stirred by the movement 

that is pasting over other women, and 

may soon give it great impetus. The 
higher d iss of women, who before 
scorned isolated in their superiority, 
arc eager to use their faculties. With 

an Increasing number. ■ life of pleas- 
ure is losing its Importance, and with 
all there is ■ craving after the happi- 
ness which is "the work of our own 
hands." But it is iu the middle class 
that the greatest change has taken 
place; there, not only the excellent ed- 
ucation attainable by them, but the 
consideration of health and enjoyment 
put into the scale, weighs heavily, and 
is working little short of a miracle. A 
Nonconformist minister, who had been 
engaged among this class for many 
years in London, described the present 

type of girl as altogether different to 
thai he remembered forty years ago, 

owing to her liner physical and mental 
qualities. 

A good illustration of this is to be 
found by comparison of the education 
and the places where such girls re- 
ceived it formerly, with what they now 
receive and the circumstances that at 
present surround it. Then, education 
for the mi. Idle-class consisted chiefly 
of (raining in the performance of cer- 
tain tricks, shamming the accomplish- 
ments after which they were called. 
If the education were more real, which 
occasionally was the case, it. was Still 
difficult to tind any girl's school in 
which the tir-t requirements of health 
were entertained. Air and exercise 

alone were matters oonsideied of little 
if any importance, and Ibis because 
common-sense did not preside, and the 
ideas of happiness and enjoyment w ere 
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cation of girls. We mav still have 
much to learn and much to forgot in 
those matters, but any one of our high 
schools for gills can testify to the 
fortunate change of opinion. This has 
only taken place siuco happiness has 
been considered the right of girls as 
much a.s of boys. 

Women, whose work lies among 
Women, are becoming aware of an- 
other agent, affecting, tin I likely to 
affect yet more largely, the position of 
woman. A "solidarite" is springing 
up among the mass of women, creating 

■ new tie between those of different 
classes. No longer is it only a re- 
ligious (In its narrow sense) or philan- 
thropic impulse that directs tho action 
of woman for woman. It is no longer 
only gratitude or self-interest that 
breathes the response from woman to 

woman. Some new spring of feeling 
attracts women of all classes to each 
other. One more only of tho forces 
which have co-operated to establish 
tho present position of woman remains 
for notice here. Its results arc vividly 
before us, but in point of time it is old 
as the subject to which it belongs. If 
other influences have worked with 
subtlety, this has boon an evident and 
an impelling force always. It is sig- 
nified iu that struggle, or rather 
scramble, for life which civilization, 
notw ithstanding her milder moods, has 
pretend and does press upon woman. —

A paying cow can never bo a 
rustler, but an animal that returns to 
the owner a proportionate measure 
based upon her environments. Milk 
can not bo made out of frosted grass 
supplemented by northwest winds. It 
is good food, pure, not too cold water 
aud warm stables, that are the three 
great agents in milk production. Cold, 
thirst and food hard of digestion M , 
cost, and that cost is iu the direction of 
loss production. A dairyman who will 
not take Intelligent care of his cows 
and feed them for milk, and not beef.
